Minutes Dade heritage Trust Inc, Board Meeting Febraury 12,1976 


Meeting called to order 3:00 p.M, by Ires. Sam 3Q,Ldrick at home of 
— Jude. 

Minutes Read and accepted. 




^ * Treasurer Eudovico Blanc reported $4045,83 in savings,checking balance 
^$726,15 with 1 $35 check to be deposited and a debt to Gene Eisner of $180 
expenses for attending the tax seminar in Wash, D.C, 

Sam introduced our guest Jose Fpa-tes*of the American Insitute of 
Architects. DHT asked for cooperation with AIA in another merit award contest 
to recognize successfully preserved historic buildings, Mr, Frates said his 
chapter was ready to cooperate and proposed a llason and discussion of ideas 
eligible sites,preparation of publicity,presentation of awards etc. Everyone 
liked the idea of presenting the awards at one of the historic landmarts. 

Artva Parks wduld be contabted about the possibility of using Merrick Manor, 
a 5 an alternate,Lester Pancoast would be contacted about using the Pagoda, 

A third posslbllllty would be the Commodore Club,previous award winner owned 
by DHT member Alan Bliss, Dolly Me Intyre explained to Mr, Frates that the 
amautuer historic site surveyors have difficulty describing the architecture 
and asked if his chapter would be willing to prepare a basic sketch sheet 
with simple architectural terms to be used as a guide, A suggestion was made 
that the AIA and DHT newsletters Inform members of historic and architectural 
properties. Mr. Fratres liked the ideas and said he would explore ways to 
implement them, 

Sam read a letter received by trustee Betty Field from Mr. Rabull 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers expressing its interests in 
the inspection of old buildings and offering cooperation with DHT, 

Motion was passed for DHT to write the Dade County School Board 
urging them not to eliminate the important position of teacher on special 
assignment to HASF now held by Mrs, Dorothy Jenkins Fields, 

Sam outlined problems with the March I5 tour to Boca Raton, there is 
difficulty getting that date and Ixoncheon in thE Cathedral Roomnof the Boca 
Raton Club could not be had for less than $6. He mentioned the marvelous 
cooperation of Sandaa Pearce of the Boca Raton Historical Society who said 
she would Invite the tntlre group as her personal gueets iifi necessary to 
lunch at the club. It seemed best to try to have a group of 25 and hire 
a bus. Betty Field would contact the bus companies, Ludovico Blanc suggested 
a passby tour of other landmarks with an informative commentary be included. 
We would try to limit the tour and use of the bus to 8 hours to get a cheaper 
rate than hiring for a full day. Details remained to be worked out, 

A brief discussion about the historic site tour for the Florida 
Historical Society in May followed. It was mentioned that Prof. Woody 
Wilkins had agreed to cooperate. No action taken, 

A motion was passed that Sallye Jude as V.P. of DHT write letters 
to editors of the newspapers opposing unfavorable plans forthe Biltmore 
mentioned by Coral Gables City manager Martini Gainer and other groups, 

(the difficulties weee not fully discussed at this time.) 

Sam proposed a new position of corresponding secretary apart from 
recording secretary be created to aid in the difficulties now created by 
growth of our organization. This involves a change in by-laws which must be 
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approved by the general membership. Motion passed to take this action. 

Next on the agenda was to draw up a slate of proposed trustees for 
the coming year. Those selected pending their approval and voted upon 
by general membership were:

It was recommended to create an advisory committee of former trustees 
and presidents as an honorary position and aid to the working board of 
trustees and to appoint advisers in a non-voting capacity as needed. It was 
also recommended to change the present set-up of 13 minimum board members 
to 12 and instead of changing the entire board every year have staggered 
3 year terms,non-conseoutive. This involves another change of the DHT by-laws 
to be voted upon by the general membership. Motion passed to take this 
action. 

Ludovico Blanc memtioned each trustee should be advised of the 3 
reminders that are mailed before members are dropped from the membership 
rolls for non-payment of dues and that the board has the power to drop 
trustees who take more than 3 vinexcused absences from board meetings. 

He thought there should be a clear understanding of their obligations to 
the DHT. 

It was suggested that some publicity is needed to launch the guidebook 
when coijjpleted and that this would be a good time to have our tour 
"Innovations in Architecture" proposed by ^olly Me Intyreaas a progressive 
dinner with each course served in a different home and each home a different 
style of architecture. 

Sallye Jude mentioned we need to have another fund-raising membership 
drive but this was put off because of the heavy calendar of planned activities. 

Motion passed for theasurer Ludovico Blanc renew subscription to 
National Trust Preservation news at the new rate of $30 per year. 
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Dolly made these announcements: 

Sunday March 4 HASP at 2 P.M. was having a ceremony for the placing 
of the the Charles Ave. historic marker in iSoconut Grove and we are Invited 
to attend. 

February 19 the Coconut Grove Housekeeper's Club was celebrating its 
85 th anniversary and we should show them some support. 

HASP was having a special pjhioneer handicrafts fair Peb. I 5 through 
22 with demonstrations and ethnic foods. " 

Sam Boldrick announced the general meeting March 16 would feature 
the Bicentennial movie "Florida On My Mind'.* 

Sam Boldrick told us the downtown library was celebrating Hational 
Preservation week the whole month of May with a different program each 
week,Tuesdays at 12 noon. A list of programs would be provided.

Institute of Business Designers mentlonlngthey want to buy or lease a 
historic building for an exhibition center and requesting our help. 

The Warner and Stafford houses were discussed as possibilities, Dolly 
would explore the matter further and answer Mr. Lippert. 

Motion passed to eatabllsh a DHT lending library at ^1 per month 
per book to earn a little money and recover costs of mailing reminders 
to return books and to have an annoiancement put in the newsletter with 
list of books and how to contact the librarian. 

Dolly had information about an essay and poetry contest on America's 
Bicentennial with a first prize of $250 limited to students. Board agreed 
to pass on the information to the AIA and architectural school of U. of Miami, 
others who might benefit from it. '
